preme Court further nailed down 
today Ihe legal doctrine 'that qual- 
ified Negro students must be ad- 


j, milted lo slate-supported under- 
J graduate colleges in the South. 


In a terse order, the court dis- 


missed an appeal 
by Louisians 


State University. The 
university 


had appealed from a lower court 
ruling that it must admit Alex- 
ander P. Tureaud, Jr., a Negro, 
to its undergraduate school.

1. Refused to consider a protest 


by the National Lawyers Guild 
$ against proceedings started by the 


attorney 
general to stamp 
the

a subversive organization. 


The court's rejection of the guild's 
appeal means that the guild must 
go before the subversive activilies 
control board to answer charges 
that it is Communist - dominated. 
Lower courts held the guild must 
await the board's finding before 
appealing to the courts.

western railroads which objected 


& to the post office department's ex- 


periment in hauling some ordin- 
ary first class mail by air when 
empty space is available on air- 
liners. The railroads claimed that 
federal law requires that all mail 
transported by air bear six cents 
postage. But the Supreme Court 
left standing a lower court finding 
that the post office had authority 
to conduct the experiment.

Sidney Hatkin, 40, of Washing- 


ton told a news conference yes- 
terday he rejected the offer after 
reporting the whole affair to the 
FBI. He said FBI photographs in- 
dicated that the man who made 
the offer was named m^thicy,. a 
clerk and translator at the Soviet 
Embassy. 


Halkin has been suspended with- 


out pay on security grounds since 
Feb. 28, 1955,' from his job as a 
civilian economist for 
the 
Air 


Force. He was notified late last 
month that a hearing board has 
"tentatively come to a conclusion" 
that Hatkin is a security risk 
but 


has until Thursday to reply.

U.S. to Shrink 
DeWittand 
Save Money

WASHINGTON 1*1 — the In- 


ternal Revenue Service is go- 
ing to shrink DeWitt Clinton's 
picture a fraction of an inch, 
saving the taxpayers an esti- 
moled $2.10,000 a year, 


The average taxpayer prob- 


bly doesn't have the foggiest 
notion where Clinton's picture 
figures. Some observant cig- 
arette smokers might. A pic- 
ture of Clinton, with his hand 
to his face, graces the revenue 
stamp 
on 
every 
cigarette 


package. 


This Clinton, in a way, is a 


sort of agent for the govern- 
ment in helping to reap about 
.$1,600,000,000 of income 
each 


year from cigarette smokers. 
Some 20 billion stamps a jear 
are sold to cigarette manufac- 
turers. 


Producing the stamps costs 


the revenue service about l'/i 
million dollars a year.

June, the service will cut down 
the width of the stamp, includ-

NO, 43

BE IT RESOLVED, by the Housci I 


of Representatives of the State 
of Arkansas and by the Senate, a 
majority of all members elected 
to each House agreeing thereto: 
That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Arkansas,
